Leh, — the 
chief city of the Valley, stands near 
the upper waters of the Indus, 


some 75 miles west of the ‘Tibetan 


border, 


Kargil is roughly 90 miles north- 
west of Leh and the same distance 
northweast of Srinagar. - 


According to Kashmir Govern- 
ment estimates, based on first hand 
information, the raiders have put 
to the sword about 100 Buddhists 
in the Ladiurkh Valley, 
and sacked Ringborn Gompha, 
second biggest monastery in the <lis- 
tict, and looted and 
several othes monasteries. 


They were sald to have removed 
statues of the Buddhn studded with 
precious stones, and priceless 
tapestries from these monasteries. 
The raiders were now concentrating 
on monasteries in the Nubra Vniley, 
northwest of Leh.—Reuter.

Refore these sedative drugs cun 
be “given, it must” be” determined 
what type of sleeplessness is pres- 
ent. For exampla, come persons 
have difficulty in falling asleep at 
frst but, after they fall asleep, they 
sleep soundly. Others fall asleep 
earily but get restless and awaken 
after several hours, and there are 
still others who sleep fitfully and 
do not get enough sleep. 


It has-been suggested that such 
medicines will function better if 
they ure enteric coated, that is, if 
the drug has a coating which will 
net dissolve in the stomach but in 
the intestine. With such a prepara- 
lion, the total dose necessary to 
produce sleep may be much less 
than with the non-coated variety. 
Furthermore, the so-called hang- 
over which comes from the use of 
such drugs is reduced or eliminated.

CORRESPONDENT wonders — {f 

followers of this department 
woul be interested In na descriptios 
of Olympian. Why. of course! And 
not only Olympin, but every Kece 
tion of Greece. so Mled with the 
magic of antiquity and history, Is a 
constant source of interest and de- 
light, It is Indecd unfortunate that 
the troubled times precludes visite 
‘to this maple land, ‘ 

The ruins of Olympia lie inva 
Rectatifl pine wood in the Valley of 
the Alpheus, glorious ruin indeed 
and a most graphic one, including as 
it does the remains of temples, 
baths and altar as well as the ruins 
of an immense gymnasium where 
{he athletes trained for the most 
famous of all contests, A magic 
wood It is, and one would have to be 


-) dottfsh,to-rnay.—the least, not. to..be_. 


able to envision the foot races, the 
various jumping competitions, the 
prologue of the sacrifice of bonrs 
und the epilogue of the sacrifice of 
oxen. One can easily imagine the 
crowds cheering thelr fuvourites 
in the races and Jumps and discus 
throwing, and terrible wrestling and 
grappling bouts. 


Sacred Peace 


Every four years heralds  pro- 
claimed a sacred peace throughout 
the Greek world, Warring states 
laid down thelr arms, took time oul 
and turned their attention to the 
games. : 


It must have been very exciting, 
a mixture of a sacred pilgrimage, 
with a festival, all wrapped up with 
the exciting contests, as the various 
states demonstrated thelr particu- 
lar specialtics. Contestants had to 
prove thnt they had competed for 10 
months in a recognised gyninasium, 
Then they hnd to spend a month at 
Olympin -under the eyes of the 
judges, and pass various tests be- 
fore they could actually qualify to 
take part in the games. 


Cessation of Games 


After the cessation of the games 
-in.304 A.D, much of the wanders 
of Olympia fell heir to the destruc- 
tion wrought by mon, time and thd 
elements, and many of the mar- 
vellous statues were carted off, and 
bulldings destroyed, . 


But in the Olympia of today one 
may sec the platform of the great: 
temple of Zeus as tt wos in the an- 
cient days of its glory, Blts of Its 
pavement, are visible, and its 
columns lie all around os they fell 
during an earthquake some 14 cen~ 
turles ago. How sad it ls that the most 
preclous piece housed In the temple, 
the glant statue of Zeus by the Im- 
morlal Phidias, is gone, without o 
trace, this statue whose flesh wns of 
Ivory, whose vestments were of 
various ‘shades of golkd, + 


A Great Treasure 


One tem Is accounted far, how- 
ever, Excavators who dug over 
20 feet of carth to free the ruins of 
Olympla discovered: one of: the 
world’s grentest <‘trensures even 
though it was broken and splintered 
amid ‘the rutns, Today it Is housed 
ju the museum near the ruing—this 
marvellous -statue’ of Hermes . by 
Praxiteles..

Informed sources say that 
International Emergency 
Committee is reluctant 
avalinble .rice, even for emergency 
allocations, because the Burmese 
polltical situation ts interfering with 
communications and transportation 
systems to an extent threatening to 
make Burma unable to fulft ade 
quately its’ supply obligations under 
the correct allocation schedules, 

CHIEF SUPPLIER 

This could possibly mean a critical 
rice rltuation In China, India, In- 
dunesia, Ceylon, Malaya, Hongkong 
and several other countries which 
count on Burma as the chief world 
supplier for an- aggregate of 1,427,400 
metric tons of rice through IEFC 
allocation schedules for 1048, 

It is not known here whether or 
not delivery has already been made 
of the 14,500 tons of Burmese rice 
allocated this year to the Phtlip-~ 
pines, 

The Burmese Embassy Secretary,
